Mary Behner, 17, com panion of Miss 
McCatchie on the fatal swim, will he 
recommended for a Carnegie medal 
for her heroism for holding the dying 
girl in her arm s and signaling for 
help from shore after the shark had 
made the attack. 
Two deep wounds in the girl's leg 
proved fatal, and she died in her com­ 
panion’s arm s. 
The girls were swim ­ 
ming la. the ship channel of Tam pa 
bay, off St. Petersburg, a mile from 
shore. 
Both were m em bers of the 
state champion swimming team. 
Ju st as they reached the channel 
buoy, Miss Behner was terrified to see 
her com panion drawn beneath the su r­ 
face by some invisible force. 
A mo­ 
ment later she came to the surface, 
the w ater about her dyed with blood. 
“I have been bitten,” she gasped, 
“my leg,” and she went down again. 
Miss Behner, terrified, working vig­ 
orously with her feet to fight off the 
attacking shark, supported the rapidly 
weakening girl. 
A large artery in the g irl’s leg had 
been cut, and she was unable to do 
more than cling weakly to Miss Beh- 
ner’s shoulder. Help was sent out, but 
by the time the motor boat arrived, 
Miss Behner had held up her friend 
for half an hour. 
She was dead when 
help arrived.

Dr. Bernard Hollander, noted Brit­ 


ish psycho-analyst, in taking this view, 
agreed heartily with New York's phy­ 
sicians and the world’s divorce courts 
that the ordinary man not only can, 
but does love two women at the sam# 
time. 


“When we can love like the mon­ 
keys, we shall be nearer the perfect 
monogamy,” Dr. Hollander said. “Man 
constituted as he is now can and does 
love more than one woman simulta­ 
neously. 


“I agree with Dr. Andre Tridon, of 
New York, that the ordinary man can 
share his love between the tender and 
true woman, who makes the ideal wits, 
and a second woman, who thrills him 
and stirs his emotions. 


“The ideal of mankind should he 
monogamy, hut the love of two, or 
even more women at the same time is 
a psychological fact that cannot be 
controverted. 
“It is not merely a physical fact. A 
man who genuinely loves his wife, 
may he attracted by another woman 
by purely emotional or psychological 
influences.

“THE FATHER OF BRAIM KIM)” 


A ll old-time residents of Brainerd who road (the above cap­ 
tion will recognize at once the appellation by which Hon. Lyman 
P. White, one of the earliest settlers in Brainerd, was generally 
known. 
He was also frequently referred to as “Brainerd'a grand 
old man/' but among the sturdy pioneers of “the early days" was 
familiarly and affectionately known simply as “Pap" White. Mr. 
White lived to be 94 or 95 years odd, and was active and vigor 
ous up to within a few days of his death, some twenty years ago, 
at his home on the corner of North Seventh and Juniper streets. 
No man had more to do with the early history of Brainerd than 
Lyman P. White. 
For many years 'he was an outstanding figure 
in the community. 
He built the first dwelling house in the city, 
in which 'he lived until his death. His daughter, Mrs. II. H. Bar­ 
ber, now a resident of Minneapolis, was the first white child born 
in Brainerd. 
To Mr. White, who was for many years agent of the Puget 
Sound Land Co., the city is indebted for its beautiful Gregory 
park ,as through his influence the land was donated to the city by 
the land company. 
He was also instrumental rn securing as a 
gift from the same company an entire city block for the St. Paul's 
Episcopal church, and if We are not mistaken, the Congregational 
church at his suggestion also received a similar gift. 
He woes for a quarter of a century or more active and prom­ 
inent in public affairs, and in the work of building up of the city 
and developing the surrounding country. 
He was essentially a 
man of action. 
It was not our purpose in writing this article, 
however, to attempt to give even a bare outline of Mr. White's 
part in the early history of Brainerd. Our sole object was to call 
attention to a gross, but perhaps unintentional injury to his 
memory. 
After Mr. White’s death the family turned over to the city 
authorities a large, lifesize portrait of him in oil. 
This portrait 
hung iii the Council chamber of the new city building for some 
time, but disappeared several years ago. The writer of this article, 
upon making inquiries, after considerable trouble learned that 
the portrait was in the attic of the city building. 
We could not 
believe it, and to learn the truth visited the dingy attic in com­ 
pany with City Engineer Campbell and Janitor Bu ley. 
Here we 
found the missing picture among a lot of rubbish—discarded, 
abandoned. 
“So soon we are forgotten!” 
The picture is in good condition except that an old rent iii 
ihe canvas below the painting has been tom loose, and both the 
picture and the frame are of course coated with dust sand need 
cleaning. 
The torn place could be repaired, as it was before*. 
It occurs to us that in these days when we are making great prep­ 
arations for the celebration of the 50th anniversary of the city of 
Brainerd, we should shew more respect for the memory of the 
“Father of Brainerd” than to permit his portrait to remain in a 
pile of rubbish and refuse in the attic of the city building. 
The 
portrait should be taken care of for the credit of our city. 
We shall not attempt to explain how the portrait came to be 
in the attic; it is enough to knew that it is there. We believe the 
good people of Brainerd will agree with us that th is’historic paint­ 
ing should be restored and given a prominent position in the city 
hall. 
Surely space could be found for it. 


DEMOCRATIC S E L F - R E FI ’ T A T10 N 


We have noticed that some of the leading Democ*ratio papers 
that are continually clamoring for a repudiation of the Republican 
administration are at the same time publishing in their nws col­ 
umns stat cents that refute their claims that the country is suf­ 
fering from industrial depression. In flaring headlines one Demo­ 
cratic paper proclaims that “Unemployment in New York is Al­ 
most a Thing of Past,” and in the body of the article informs the 
public that “The cst deserted places iii New York are the waiting 
rooms of the employment ‘agencies.”

O promote the safety first movement, the 
Standard Oil Company (Indiana) has created 
within its own organization 24 separate and 
distinct inquisitorial bodies to investigate acci­ 
dents involving Company motor equipment.
